or five years, BART has set up a booth at Oakland's

mer, Festival at the Lake. Held over the first full 
weekend in June at Lake Merritt, this year's event expand- 
ed to Laney College and BART's Lake Merritt parking lot. 

"We opened our lot to handicapped parking," noted 
Faye Elmore, government and community relations repre- 
sentative. "This allowed persons with disabilities to get 
much closer to the venue at Laney College, or be right 
across the street from the trolley shuttle." 

Several BART employees volunteered to staff the booth, 
which was situated at the Lake Merritt venue. "We deco- 
rated our booth with festive balloons and stars," said Faye. 
The booth featured information on the BART Extensions 
Program "and lots of collectibles," said Faye, including 
BART logo items like ticket protectors, pens, pencils and 
posters. 

"We got a chance to talk to many of our customers, 
including visitors to the Bay Area and people who were 
thinking about moving to the communities where our 
extensions will open," Faye explained. "It was a new expe- 
rience for many BART employees who don't usually have 
a chance to meet our riding public."

New VISA “GO” 
Card Streamlines 
Purchase Process 


new BART VISA "Go" card may 

streamline the purchasing process to 

eliminate the need for multiple pur- 
chase orders in some departments. 

Under a pilot program that began in early 
July, purchases for authorized expenditures 
are being made with a VISA card in the Non- 
Revenue Vehicle Maintenance Department. 
Parts and supplies are being bought on credit 
and being paid for from one bill, according to 
Rufus Henderson, a buyer in BART's 
Procurement Department. 

Making authorized purchases with the 
VISA card eliminates the need to secure a pur- 
chase order, said Rufus. "We expect the credit 
card program to streamline the purchasing 
process by as much as 50 percent." The VISA is called a 
"Go" card, he added, for "if you need it, go buy it." 

The VISA card can be used for authorized purchases, 
and merchant codes are programmed into the system, said 
Rufus. It cannot be used for travel, meals, gasoline or 
entertainment expenses. 

While the program is now being tested in one depart- 
ment, once the "bugs" are worked out the VISA program 
will be made available to other departments, likely by

‘expected to be used throughout the District no later than 


June 1997. 

Departments that previously had to issue blanket pur- 
chase orders for multiple vendors will be able to issue just 
one blanket purchase order for the VISA card, he noted. 
The vendor gets paid within 10 days, instead of the usual 
30 to 45 days when going through the regular purchasing 
process. "This saves staff time and the vendor gets paid 
quicker," noted Rufus. b

The ‘CAT’ is 


ART riders now can use their ATM or credit cards to 
Bs BART tickets under the "Charge A Ticket" 
(CAT) program which began in late July. 

State-of-the-art Credit/ Debit Vendor machines went 
into use on July 24 at 12th Street and 19th Street Stations in 
the first-phase of a roll-out plan that calls for 24 new CAT 
machines to be located at 15 original BART stations. 
Customers may use the machines to purchase regular 
BART tickets and BART Plus tickets using cash, ATM or 
credit cards. The machines do not accept coins. 

Similar ticket vending machines with the ability to 
accept ATM and credit cards have been (or will soon be) 
installed at five extension stations. Machines at North 
Concord/ Martinez began accepting ATMs and credit cards 
during the week of August 19, in addition to cash and 
coins. Machines at the Colma BART Station will begin 
accepting ATMs and credit cards before year's end. 
Machines at the Pittsburg/Bay Point, Dublin/Pleasanton 
and Castro Valley extensions stations will accept ATM and 
credit cards when the stations go into service. 

"The CAT machine provides an added convenience for 
the customer, who may wish to use an ATM or credit card 
rather than cash," said project manager Bob Miller. 
"Customers buying high value or BART Plus tickets don't 
need to carry large amounts of cash or worry about correct 
change." 

"It's working out well," said Linda Vasquez of Station 
Operations. "Many customers are using the CAT machines, 
especially for the high value tickets." Station agents were 
trained to handle customer inquiries. During the first 
week of roll-out, agents were assigned to each machine 
during the commute hours to individually answer cus- 
tomer questions and handle problems. "This special atten- 
tion to service especially helped us to educate the cus- 
tomer, and promote use of the machines," said Linda. 

For the period from July 24 through August 13, statistics 
for the three machines in Oakland show that 44 percent of 
customers used cash; 30 percent used credit cards and 26 
percent used ATM cards, according to Bob Murray, 
Manager of Computer Systems Engineering. A total of

2,239 transactions took 
place. "We suspected 
the machines would 
be popular," said Bob. 
"These statistics tell us 
that they're even more 
popular than we 
expected." 

The CAT machines 
accept VISA, 
MasterCard and 
Discover credit cards 
and ATM cards that 
are accepted by 
Interlink, Star, Explore 
and Maestro. Wells 
Fargo Bank is the lead 
bank for the program and will act as clearinghouse for all 
customer transactions. Scheidt & Bachmann, GmbH, of 
Germany, providing the CAT machines to BART under 
two separate contracts. Agent Systems Inc. of Dallas, 
Texas, provided the communication and reporting soft- 
ware between the bank and the stations. 

"I am pleased to see the positive customer acceptance of 
the CAT program,” Maria Fletes of Treasury added. Agent 
Systems software along with Wells Fargo "LINK" program 
provided the necessary information for accurate reconcilement. 

The roll-out schedule calls for CAT machines going on- 
line at Powell Street, Bay Fair and Berkeley in August; 
Montgomery Street, Walnut Creek, Hayward and El 
Cerrito Del Norte in September; and in Lafayette, 
Embarcadero and Orinda in October. 

A special cross-functional task force comprised of BART 
and contractor employees completed the critical final phase 
of the program. The task force coordinated system integra- 
tion testing and placing the CAT machines into revenue 
service. 

Led by Bob Miller of Transit System Development, the 
task force included Maria Fletes and Scott Schroeder, 
Treasury; Larry Kozimor and Tony Gieda, Transit System 
Development; Kay Springer, Marketing; Linda Vasquez 
and Dave Hulse, Station Operations; Bob Murray, Ber- 
Name Lin and Bill Wong, Computer Systems Engineering; 
Morris Martin, AFC Maintenance; Tom Joseph and Frank 
Welshy, Operations Training; Scott Van Dussen, BATC; 
Andrew Johnson, Ryder/ ATE; and Hector Miranda for 
Scheidt & Bachmann, GmbH. Others participated on an 
as-needed basis. 

"All are congratulated on a job well done," said Gary 
LaBonte, Executive Manager, Transit System Development. 
"Most important, this work was performed with excellent 
cooperation between all affected departments. This is a

Police to issue a citation if the behavior does not cease. 

"Merely carrying or holding food, drink or an unlit 
cigarette is not a violation," notes Commander Kerwin. 
"You must see the actual physical act of smoking, eat- 
ing or drinking." While a citation can only be issued 
by a BART Police officer, who must observe the viola- 
tion, employees observing the act can make a "citizens 
arrest" to assure a citation can be issued. 

Teamwork is the key to success, adds Commander 
Kerwin. "Taking a 'keep it clean' approach to enforc- 
ing this rule will help keep the station areas clean for 
all employees." b 


Rent an Electric Car for Your Commute 


ast fall, BART inaugu- 
rated a pilot program 
to make electric station 


cars available to Bay Area 
commuters to help reduce air 
pollution. The program ini- 
tially was made available to 
employees of private sector 
companies. 

Beginning in September, 
BART employees may rent 
electric station cars to use in 
combination with riding 
BART for their commute to work. Ten cars will be avail- 
able for either $100 or $150 a month, depending on 
whether the car is driven from home to a BART Station, or 
from a BART Station to work, according to Ward Belding, 
Manager, of BART's Planning Department. 

The "City Bee" car is a two-passenger, Norwegian-built 
vehicle, made available by BART's station car provider, 
Green Motorworks. Manufactured by the Personal 
Independent Vehicle Company (PIVCO) of Norway, the 
station car is designed to travel about 60 to 65 miles in city 
driving before needing to be recharged. Charge-up when 
the car is "empty" takes about nine hours. The cars can be 
powered up at select BART stations. Home electric charg- 
ing is available with approval by PG&E. Each vehicle 
comes with a reserved parking space at the BART Station. 

In the East Bay, two cars will be available for use out of 
the Walnut Creek BART Station, while four will be avail- 
able from the Ashby BART Station. In the West Bay, four 
cars will be available from the Colma BART Station. If 
used for a home-to-BART commute, the cost is $150 per 
month. If used for a BART-to-work commute, the cost is 
$100 per month. Employees renting the cars for a home-to- 
BART commute may also use the vehicles on the week- 
ends. 

Employees assigned to the new BART office in Millbrae 
may wish to rent the cars to complete their commute from 
the Colma BART Station, noted program assistant Richard 
Lu. He also encourages carpool arrangements, with 
employees sharing the monthly rental fee. 

The rental fee includes costs for usage, insurance, main- 
tenance and (if necessary) towing and servicing by Green 
Motorworks, and free electric charging at the BART sta- 
tions. Due to insurance requirements, employees using the 
electric cars must be at least 25 years old and provide 
DMV proof of a good driving record. 


Employees renting the 
cars will be asked to make a 
three-month leasing commit- 
ment. BART's employee par- 
ticipation in the pilot pro- 
gram is expected to last about 
a year, said Richard. 

The first group of BART 
employees should enter the 
program, using cars at the 
Walnut Creek BART Station, 
in early September. Others 
then will go on-line at the 
Colma and at Ashby BART stations. 

BART employees interested in renting an electric sta- 
tion car may contact Richard Lu in Planning for an applica- 
tion form. He can be reached by calling 287-4726, via E- 
Mail at rlu or via internal mail at MSQ-3. 

BART is sponsoring the electric station car project with 
PG&E. The $1.4 million project is supported with funds 
from the Bay Area Air Quality Management District; the 
Advanced Research Projects Agency of the U.S. Dept. of 
Defense; CALSTART, a consortium of public agencies, 
power companies and electric auto manufacturers; PG&E 
and the California Energy Commission. A total of 40 sta- 
tion cars are being tested during the program. 

Private sector participants include Sybase, Inc. of 
Emeryville, which just concluded its program, and the 
Bank of America in San Francisco, which began a new pro- 
gram with six cars for employees on August 13. Bank of 
America employees are using the cars for home-to-BART 
commutes at the Colma and Ashby BART Stations. b

sit vehicle mechanics from Concord, Daly City, 
Hayward and Richmond. 

The selected A and B cars received a complete internal 
rehabilitation under the Mint Car Program, according to 
Project Manager Dave Noecker. The program began in 
January, finished July 31 and came in under budget, cost- 
ing $2.6 million against a budget of $2.9 million. 

"For the first time, the window glass installed in these 
cars has a protective anti-vandalism shield," noted Dave. 
"And 20 of the cars have a sectional carpet to test the dura- 
bility of replacing high-traffic areas of carpet." 

The Mint Car crews replaced etched window glass with 
the new protective film glass; replaced seat cushions with 
new blue seats; and replaced armrests, grab handles, over- 
head light lenses and frame assemblies and fluorescent
